features in a big gtm test is tho method 
by which the initial velocity of tho 
projectiles is calculated. \Vhcnho lionrs 
that the modern high power gnus often 
expel a, .shot, at on initial velocity of 
2,000 fat » SMoncl, a rate that if sus- 
tained wo'.ilcl menu a ftilo in throe sec- 
onds, ho realises the difficulty of calcu- 
hiting the .°pscd. An ordnance oflicer 
must Intro accurate knowledge of tho 
vi-lf cilyof aprojictile, that ho may pre- 
dict its range and penetration and de- 
termine the acc'Uiacy of the gun. It is 
a cni.ipuiativcly easy matter, however, 
with the iifjw instruments to calculate 
accurately the initial velocity of a pro- 
jectile, and liny one who is fortunate 
enough to vi«it Sandy Hook when big 
guiiK aio l.tJug tcbtcd'may sco hovv it is 


Two op< n frames arc set up i50 feet, 


apart in front (,f the gun. Wires aro 
ptretchcd back and forlh across these 
fraiiir.-, mahing a screen through which 
tilt 
1 shut mvisl 1'iiss. Tho wires in each 


screen fuun n covipluto electric circnit, 
which incliiilc-i al-o nn electric battery 
and an ekcrro m(i.™nct. Tho projectile, 
al'tiT leavii'j; thu gun, flies through tho 
wire in tho first scicen, interrupting tho 
circuit and releasing thu armature of 
(lu- magnet. In it space of time so small 
as t.n bo hardly conceivable tho projec- 
tile 1uis co-,creel the distance between 
tho two frames and jn'oiccil tho wiro in 
Iho second, iiitormptiug its electric car- 
rent and releasing tho .irmaturo of its 
magnet, rs in tho ih;,l case. Tho intir- 
val between tho dmy> of those two ar- 
nuttuixs r<.'p.itf-uils tho timo spent by 
HID prtiJLctilo in traveling 150 feet. 
This timu is indicated by the chrono- 
graph iu the laboratory near by. Wires 
run from each t-rrecji to tho laboratory, 
which is iittcd up with butlerks and 
sw itclihoards. 


The an.in.lurcof tho first electro mag- 


net is an iron rod about 'A feet long, 
which i,-i fcuspeuded vertically. This rod 
falls when the cicond electro magnet is 
placed n little below Iho first, and when 
it is released it acts as a knife, and, 
sinking tho sido of the falling lot), 
makes u slight mark. Tho distance of 
this cut or mark from the end of the rod 
indicates tho distance) through which 
the rod has dropped while tho projectile 
is passing from one screen to another. 
This forms tho unit for the calculation 
of tho projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns havo increased tho initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in tho last 
few years. Projectiles may bo expelled 
now* with a forco that will make them 
effective at a, range far beyond ordinary 
eyesight.—New York Sun.

tion it gives figures'. While figures do 
not lie they can be garbled so aa to do 
lying service. As the Superintendent 
of the Hospital denies the (7«:d(e'» 
charges and the Ga:et!e insists thnt it 
is telling the truth, one or the o1 her 
must be mistaken. 


Tbe Hospital for Mental Diseases is 


a public institution supported by tho 
State. The people therefore are mter- 
03tcd in the matter. They have a right 
to kuow whether the charges brought 
against the management of the Hos- 
pital are true or false. 
The Commis- 


sioners, who under the law are en- 
trusted with the care of the Hospital, 
should be able to satisfy the people on 
that important point without nmah 
trouble and at very little expense to 
the State. 
The contract for building 


the annex and all tho bills for material, 
furniture, etc., are, or should be, on 
file in the office of the Board of Exam- 
iners or of the State Controller. 
The 


contract will show what the contractor 
had to do and the amount be was to 
receive for his work, and the bills will 
show what materials and furniture 
were purchased and what they cost. 
An examination of the premises will 
show whether the contract has been 
complied with and whether the furni- 
ture is on hand. 
The Commissioners 


cuu readily satisfy themselves whether 
there are any grounds for the Gazette's 
allegations or not and publish the 
facts, and it is but reasonable to as- 
burne that their findings will be satis- 
factory to the public generally as there 
is not the faintest suspicion that they 
are implicated in any of the contracta 
for building or furnishing supplies at 
the Hospital for 
Mental 
Diseases, 


though they are accountable to the 
pubHc for the management of the in- 
stitution. 


It is unjust to the Superintendent of 


the Hospital, who has the reputation 
of conducting it humanely and econom- 
ically and in accordance with the moat 
approved methods, to place him under 
tho bnspicion of misappropriating tiie 
funds uuiier hia control, and tba Com- 
misdionere owe il to themselves, to tbe 
Superintendent and to the i-iublio to 
investigate the charges and publish 
the result that the people may be satis- 
tied.

and Salinas, and flnds that over 95 per 
cent of the labor employed is either 
Chinese or Japanese. 
Against this 


showing Hawaii employs 
nearly 15 


per cent of white labor. 


It appears that in tho saga'-, as in 


many othe'1 protected 
industries, a 


large per cent of the labor employed is 
Chinese, Japanese or imported pauper 
labor. This should not be. We are 
told that protection is for the benefit 
of the workingmen of the 
United 


States. If such is tho fact why permit 
the employment of Chinese and Japan- 
ese? 


If Congress is sincere in its assei- 


tions that the tariff is for tho double 
purpose of providing revenue for the 
support of the government and giving 
employment to the people it will nt- 
tacu an amendment to the tariff bill 
prohibiting the employment of Asiatics 
or othev imported labor in any pro- 
tected industry. By so doing it will 
help the workingmau as well as the 
trusts, and, to some extent, relieve it- 
self from.the suspicion that it U acting 
wholly in the interest of the monopo- 
lies. 


Senators Hanna and Allison had a 


conference with President MoKinley 
yesterday lasting half an hour. Tbe 
President devoted the morning hours 
in opening op the mass of mail wbiob 
had accumulated during bis absence.

The trust has 15,000 employes, repre- 


senting a city of over 40,000 souls.

In his analysis of the trust's proflts 


Henry D. Lloyd writes that ''every half 
a cent tip or down in the price of sugar 
maks a gain to the combination at the 
rate of $20,000,000 a year.', 


When it is remembered that every 


point up in the price of trust stocks 
means more million?, it no longer 
seeems strange that the trust should 
contribute money by tho hundred 
thousand in buying the rascals of both 
parties. 
Nor is it singular that it 


should promise the United States Sen- 
ators investing "on the ground floor" 
in its stock a raise of thirty points, as 
it is said to have done in case of Sen- 
ators who speculated through Chap- 
man or others of his agents, 


Its attitude towards labor is not less 


vicious. 


This is illustrated by "its 
semi- 


annual shut-downs." 
Whenever there 


is more sugar on the market than it 
likes it shuts down refineries enough 
to check the supply, regardless of the 
effect on its badly paid labor. "The 
regular semi-annual shut-down at the 
Havemeyer refinery took place this 
morning," wrote an investigator of 
trust methods. "As a result 4,000 men 
are out of work, and as they make only 
a little over $6 a week, many of them 
have absolutely no means of support- 
ing their families. 


Another investigator who visited the 


refinery wrote: 


"These men work hard in rooms the 


temperature of which is sometimes 
nearly 200 degrees, and they are paid 
but eight and one-third cents for an 
hour's work. 
They therefore have to 


work twelve hours a day in a heated 
room to earn $1, and as the sugar re- 
fineries are operated on Sundays the 
same as any other day, many of the 
laborers work every day in the week 
that they may earn $7. Those of the 
laboreis who are married are com- 
pelled to look to their wives to help 
support the family, which the women 
do in some cases by taking in wash* 
ing."—.V. V. If orM.

I spout the entire Stite thoroughly lo 
determine the infection of cattle by 
he splenetic fever. Iu concluding his 
ettor to the Governor, Dr. Morse aays: 


"I shall send word to Dr. Matthew?, 


and respectfully suggest that you send 
for both Dr. Ruggles and Dr. Matthews 
and impress upon them the necessity 
of maintaining this quarantine line, so 
that there can be no cause for com- 
plaint by the United States Govern- 
ment of negligence or inefficiency on 
the part of the State Board of Health." 


•I believe a moat rigid quarantine 


should 
be maintained 
until 
the 


thorough and complete investigation 
promised is made, and this trouble- 
some matter is definitely uud dually 
settled."

Morse's letter, in addition to a circular 
letter, to every Board of Supervisors 
and every District Attorney iu the 
State.

officials are urged to sco that tho, laws 
Lo prevent the spread of contagious or 
nfeotious diseases among domestic 
unimals are strictly enforced.— Bee.
